Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 2-1 8 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a power distribution system for a vehicle, and 
more specifically, to a dual batteries power distribution system. 

The system has two batteries, an inverter and the switching circuits with a 
controller. The switching circuits are developed to have individual loads connected to 
the corresponding batteries but the inverter connected by the series combination of the 
batteries in both modes of the allowed interconnections. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the combination of the claimed elements and their interconnection 
scheme, which is performing as disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's search 
failed to find.
